THE NEW TESTAMENT

By PROF. EDGAR J. GOODSPEED, of 
The University of Chicago 


Did what was good then, prove the 
death of me? Certainly not! 
It was 


sin that did so, so that it might he 
recognized as 
sin, 
because 
even 
through something that was good it 
effected my death, so that through 
the command it might appear how 
immeasurably 
sinful sin w'as. 
We 
know that the Law is spiritual, but 
I am physical, sold into slavery to 
sin. 
I do not understand what I am 
doing, for I do not do what I want 
to do; I do things that I hate. But if 
I do what I do not want to do, I ac­ 
knowledge that the Law is right. In 
reality, it is 
not I that 
do 
these 
things; it is sin, which has posses­ 
sion of me. For I know that nothing 
good resides in me, that is, in my 
physical self; I can will, hut I can­ 
not do what is right. I do not do the 
good things that I want to do; I do 
the wrong things that I do not want 
to do. 
But if I do the things that I 
do not w ant to do, It is not I that am 
acting, it is sin, which has possession 
of me. 
I find the law to be that I 
who want to do right am dogged by 
what is wrong. 
My 
inner 
nature 
agrees with the divine law, but all 
through my body I see another prin­ 
ciple in conflict with the law of my 
reason, w'hich makes me a prisoner 
to that law of sin that runs through 
my body. 
W hat a wretched man I 
am! Who can 
save 
me from this 
doomed 
body? 
Thank 
God! it is 
done through Jesus Christ our Lord! 
So mentally I am a slave to God's 
law, but physically to the law of sin. 
So there is no condemnation any 
more for those who are in union with 
Christ Jesus. For the life-giving law 
of the Spirit through Christ Jesus 
has freed you from the Law of tiff 
and death. 
For though it was Im­ 
possible for the Law to do it, hamp­ 
ered as it was by our physical limi­ 
tations, God, by sending his own Son 
in our sinful physical form, as a sin- 
offering, put his condemnation upon 
sin through his physical nature, so 
the the requirement 
of 
the 
Law 
might be fully met in our case, since 
we live not on the physical but on 
the spiritual plane. 
People who are 
controlled by the physical think of 
what is physical, and pople who are 
controlled by the spiritual think of 
what is spiritual. 
For to be physic­ 
ally minded raenas death, but to be 
spiritually minded 
means 
life and 
peace. 
For to be physically minded 
means hostility to God, for it refuses 
to obey God’s law', indeed it cannot 
obey it. Thse who are physical can­ 
not please G^d. But you a^e not phy­ 
sical but spiritual, if God's Spirit 
has really taken possession of you; 
for unless a man has Christ’s spirit, 
he roes not belong to Christ. 
But if 
Christ is in your hearts, though your 
bodies are dead in consequence of sin 
your spirits have life in consequence 
of uprightness. 
If the Spirit of him 
who raised Jesus from the dead has 
taken possession of you, he who rais­ 
ed Christ Jesus from the dead will 
also give your mortal bodies life 
through his Spirit that has taken pos­ 
session of you. 
So, brothers, we are under obliga­ 
tions, hut not to the physical nature 
to live under its control, for if you 
live under the control of the physical 
you v ill die, but if. by means of the 
Spirit, you put the body’s doings to 
death, you will live. 
For all who 
are guided by God’s Spirit are God’s 
sons. 
It is not a consciousners of 
servitude that has been Imparted to 
you, to fill with fear again, but the 
consciousness of adoption as sons, 
which makes us cry, “Abba!” that is, 
Father. 
The Spirit itself testifies 
with our spirit that we are God’s 
children, and if children, heirs also; 
heirs of God, and fellow heirs with 
Christ if we really share his suffer­ 
ings in order to share his glory too. 
For I consider what we suffer now 
not to be compared with the glory 
that is to burst upon us. 
For crea­ 
tion it waiting with eager longing 
for the sons of God to be disclosed. 
For it was not the fault of creation 
that it was frustrated; it was by the 
will of him who condemned it to 
that, and in the hope that creation 
itself would be set free from its hond­ 
a s ' to decay, and have the glorious 
freedom of the children of God. We 
know that all 
creation 
has 
been 
groaning in a 
g 
o 
n 
y 
together until now. 
More than that, we ourselves, though 
we have in the Spirit a foretaste of 
the future, groan to ourselves as we 
wait 
to be 
declared 
God’s 
sons, 
through the redemption of our bod­ 
ies. 
It was in this hope that we are 
saved. But a hope that can be seen 
is not a hope, for who hopes for 
what he sees? 
But when we hope 
for something that we do not see, 
we wait persistently for it. 
In the same way the Spirit helps 
us in our weakness, for we do not 
know how to pray as we should, but 
the Spirit itself pleads for us with 
inexpressible yearnings, and he who 
searches our hearts knows what the 
Spirit means, for it pleads for God s 
people in accordance with his 
will. 
We know that in 
everything 
God 
works with those 
who love 
him, 
whom he has called in accordance 
with his purpose, to bring about what 
is good. 
For those w’hora he had 
marked out from the first he pre­ 
destined to be made like his Son, so 
that he should be the eldest of many 
brothers; and those whom he has 
predestined he calls, and those w’hom 
he calls he makes upright, and those 
w'hom he makes upright he glorifies. 
Then what shall we conclude from 
this? 
If God is for us, who can be 


not spare his own Son, but gave him 
up for us all, with that gift give U3 
everything? 
Who can bring any ac* 
cusation against those whom God has 
chosen? God pronounces them up­ 
right; 
who 
can 
condemn 
them? 
Christ Jesus who 
died, 
or 
rather 
who was raised from the dead, is at 
God’s right hand, and actually pleads 
for us. 
Who eau separate us from 
Christ’s love? Can trouble 
or 
mis­ 
fortune or persecution or hunger or 
destitution or danger or the sw'ord* 
As the Scripture says, 
“For your sake we are being put 
to death all day long, 
We are treated like sheep to be 
slaughtered.” 
But in all these things we are more 
than victorious through him who lov­ 
ed us. 
For I am 
convinced 
that 
neither death nor life nor angels nor 
their hierarchies nor the present nor 
the future nor supernatural 
forces 
either of height or depth will be able 
to sepearate us from the love God 
has showm in Christ Jesus our Lord! 
I am telling the truth as a Chris­ 
tian, it is no falsehood, for my con­ 
science under the holy Spirit’s influ­ 
ence bears me witness in it, when I 
say that I am greatly pained and my 
heart is constantly distressed, for I 
could wish myself accursed and cut 
off from Christ for the sake of my 
brothers, my natural kindred. 
For 
they are Israelites, and to them be­ 
long the rights 
of 
sonship, 
God’a 
glorious presence, the divine agree­ 
ments and legislation, the Temple 
service, the promises and the parti- 
archs, and from them physicist came 
—God who is over all be blessed for­ 
ever! 
Ameti. 
Not that God's m es­ 
sage has failed. 
For not everybody 
who is descended from Israel really 
belongs to Israel, nor are they all 
children of Abraham 
because they 
are descq^ded from him, but he was 
told, “The line of Isaac will be called 
your descendants.”. 
That is to say. 
it is not his physical descendants 
who are children of God, but his des- 


j cendants born in fulfilment of the 
promise who are considered his true 
posterity. 
For 
this 
is 
what 
the 
promise 
said: 
“When 
I I 
come back at this time next year, 
Sarah will have a son.” And that is 
not all, for there w'as Rebecca too, 
when she was about to bear twin 
sons to our forefather Isaac. For be­ 
fore the children were born or had 
done anything either good or bad, in 
order to carry out God’s purpose or 
selection, w'hich depends not on what 
men do but on his calling them, she 
was told, “The elder 
will 
be 
the 
youngers slave.” 
As D e Scripture 
says, “I loved Jacob, but 
I 
hated 
Esau." 
What do we conclude? That God is 
guilty of injustice? By no means. He 
said to Moses, “I will have mercy 
on the man on whom I choose to 
have mercy, and take pity on the 
man on whom I choose to tai;# pity.”

to accumulate in the ground in wet 
weather and when followed by freez­ 
ing kills the 
wheat.

food necessary for

On the other hand some soils need 
the application of plant food to give

souri Pacific Magazine has on

outside cover a picture of 
W . J. 
(Biggy) Whiprecht a former Seda- 
lian, now train 
baggagemaster be­

A page article entitled “The Man on

Fifth: A sincere, determined effort 
to secure longer credit at lower rates 
of interest through the Federal Land 
Bank to tide over the present crisis. 
I believe that our more advanced 
schools, Teachers’ Colleges and the

dren in all the rural districts.

are the offices to which candidates 
will be nominated at the primary 
election in August and elected in 
the November election:

DR. PAUL LINN FALLS 
DEAD AT MEMPHIS

Paul IL Linn, president of 
Central 
College at Fayette. Mo., died sudden­ 
ly here yesterday as a result of a 
stroke of apoplexy. 
Dr. Linn was taken ill while wait­ 
ing to purchase a ticket in a down 
town railroad office to return to his 
tome in Fayette, after attending the 
annual meeting here of tne Educa­ 
tional Association of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 
An ambulance was summoned and 
he was taken to a hospital, but was 
pronounced dead 
when 
the ambu­ 
lance reached the hospital. 
Linn, who was 51 years old had 
been actively identified with educa­ 
tional work of the Southern Metho­ 
dist Church for a number of years, 
and was a member of 
the Educa­ 
tional Commission which waged the 
$33,000,000 campaign for Methodist 
colleges in 1921. He was elected pres­ 
ident of Central College in 1913, and 
prior to that time held pastorates 
in Brookfield and Maryville, Mo., and 
in Kansas City and St. Louis, and 
was presiding elder of the St. Joseph, 
Mo., district. 
Dr. Linn was born in 
Huntsville, 
Mo., December 12, 1872, and was or­ 
dained to the ministry in 1897.

The latest 
killing frost on record is about a 
month later than the average date 
and so is usually safe to plant the 
hardiest seeds a month ahead of it. 
The period of tim# between the lat­ 
est and the average killing frost date 
increases as we move west. In New 
York there is a margin of 20 days 
hut in St. Louis the average date is 
3S days earlier than the latest freez­ 
ing date. 
Cleveland has a 36-day 
difference and Chicago 
latitude is

There are many vegetables which 
frost will not injure, that is, frost, 
but not freezing weather. In general 
all the root crops are hardy and do 
not mind frosts so long as they are 
not freezes; most of the crops for 
greens are in the 
same 
category. 
But only one 
crop, 
the 
immature 
seeds of which furnish a delicious 
food, can lw called hardy and that is 
the peg, and only certain varieties 
of the pea. 
So while it is freezing or snowing 
outside gather up weather data and 
figure the date for the earliest possi­ 
ble start this year. It is a waste of 
seed to start too early and a waste 
of time to start a day too late. The 
frost records will give you a reliable 
basis of figuring just the right time ► 
to start. 
If the plants should be nipped you 
are not out much but if they are not 
you are just that much ahead with 
the garden and the odds are greatly 
in favor of escaping a killing frost.
